REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The problems addressed by the instant method is to provide a process for purifying acrolein 
in a simple, inexpensive and safer way while minimizing the fouling deposits in the distillation 
column used (page 2, lines 35-38); to respond to the safety problem related to the storage of 
liquid acrolein; and to avoid losses in yield by stripping of the MTPA and the expensive 
treatment of the gaseous effluent of the prior art, (page 5, lines 21-26). 

This problem is solved according to the invention by carrying-out the process according to 
the claimed invention for the purification of acrolein and to manufacture of MTPA by reacting 
the gaseous acrolein thus purified, devoid of noncondensable gases, directly with liquid or 
gaseous methyl mercaptan. See page 5, lines 26-37. 

None of the documents cited in the search report would have suggested to a person skilled in 
the art, interalia, the separation of the incondensable gases prior to the reaction between the 
acrolein and the methyl mercaptan, nor describes the method for producing 3-(methylthio) 
propionaldehyde (MTPA) as claimed. 

Thus, the subject matter of claims 1-8, and 10-18 is neither disclosed by the prior art nor is 
obvious. The claims are deemed allowable over the prior of record.
